REMARKS 

Claims 1 to 3 are pending in the present application. Applicants respectfully request 
reconsideration of the present application in view of the preceding amendments and 
following remarks. 

I. Objection to the Drawings 

The Final Office Action objects to the drawings under 37 C.F.R. § 1.83(a) as allegedly 
not showing every feature of the invention specified in the claims. The Final Office Action 
alleges that the features of the "housing", "structural component as an encapsulation layer" 
and the "winding" that "is integrated into the housing" should be shown or the features 
cancelled from the claims. The Office Action further alleges that Figure 1 should be 
designated at "Prior Art". 

Applicants have amended Figure 1 to add the caption "Prior Art". Applicants 
furthermore submit that the feature of the "housing", the "structural component as an 
encapsulation layer" and '^winding is integrated in to the housing" are provided in the 
Figures. Applicants respectfully submit that Figure 2 provides a housing 9, a primary wire 7 
and an assembly 1 1 that includes the housing 9 along with the integrated primary wire 7. 
Applicants respectfully submit that as Figure 2 illustrates the features of a "housing", a 
"structural component as an encapsulation layer" and a "winding" that "is integrated into the 
housing", applicants respectfully request withdrawal of the objections to the drawings. 

II. Rejection of Claims 1 to 3 Under 35 U.S.C. §112 

Claims 1 to 3 were rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, first paragraph, as allegedly failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The Final Office Action alleges that the 
claim features of a "a housing of the ignition coil" and "primary winding being integrated 
into the housing; primary winding is not wound onto outer circumference of the bobbin" are 
not disclosed in the specification and that the specification does not reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor had possession of the claimed invention. Claims 1 
to 3 were also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as allegedly failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which the applicants regard as 
the invention for the same alleged deficiencies. The Final Office Action alleges that the 
feature of "a structural component" in claim 1 in lines 6 and 7 the primary winding is cast as 
a structural component in a cylindrical ring element" is unclear. The Final Office Action 
further alleges that it is not clear how the primary winding is integrated with the housing, 
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since the housing is not shown. Additionally, it is unknown if the structural component 1 1 is 
shown in the drawings. 

Applicants respectfully submit that the specification states that the housing is 
manufactured to have an integrated, injection-molded primary winding. Moreover, the 
specification describes a structural component 1 1 which includes a primary winding. A 
primary wire 7, together with a spindle, as illustrated in Figures 1 and 2, is inserted as a unit 
into an encapsulation layer molding die and the encapsulation layer, including an integrally 
injected primary winding made from enameled copper wire, is produced in a single molding 
procedure. As a result, the specification recites that the primary winding is provided as a 
structural component in a cylindrical element, as provided in Figures 1 and 2. Applicants 
respectfully submit that there is sufficient written description to enable a person of ordinary 
skill in the art to make and/or use the invention and that the claims are consistent with the 
requirements of 35 U.S. C. §1 12, first paragraph. Applicants further respectfully submit that 
as provided in claim 1 as amended, the feature of a primary winding cast as a structural 
component is clear and fully supported by the specification. Applicants furthermore 
respectfully request withdrawal of the 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, rejections to claims 
1 to 3. 

Applicants respectfully submit that as provided in the specification, the housing is 
manufactured to have an integrated, injection-molded primary winding and that "after 
removal of the mold, an assembly is obtained which represents the housing permanently 
attached to an injection molded winding." Applicants, consistent with the specification, have 
identified the structural component 1 1 in the drawings. Applicants respectfully submit that 
claims 1 to 3 are consistent with the requirements of 35 U.S.C. §1 12, second paragraph and 
request withdrawal of the rejections to claim 1 to 3. 

Ill Rejection of Claims 1 to 3 Under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) 

Claims 1 to 3 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable by 
European Patent Application 1,026,394 ("Nakabayashi et al."). Applicants respectfully 
submit that the Nakabayashi et al. reference does not render obvious claims 1 to 3 for the 
following reasons. Contrary to the opinion of the Examiner, the difference with respect to the 
claimed invention is not only that the primary wire is not integrated in the housing. Rather, 
Figure 1 provides an additional primary bobbin core 6 , on which primary wire 7 is wound. 
This primary bobbin core 6, along with primary wire 7 (the so-called primary coil), is 
inserted into housing 9, additional cast resin 8 also being present between housing 9 and 
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primary wire 7. The design present in Figure 5 of Nakabayashi et al. is exactly the same as in 
the prior art illustrated in Figure 1 of our specification. One can see primary bobbin core 4, 
primary wire 7, cast resin 8, and housing 6. Therefore, when viewed objectively, the 
Examiner's assertions regarding Figure 5 of Nakabayashi et al. are untenable. This being the 
case, Nakabayashi et al. could never lead to the integration of the primary winding into the 
housing. 
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IV. CONCLUSION 



It is therefore respectfully submitted that all pending claims are allowable. All 
issues raised by the Examiner have been addressed, therefore an early and favorable action on 
the merits is earnestly solicited.
